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BIG STRIKE AT HOLYOKE 


Twenty-five Mills Shut Down by 
Paper Makers’ Action. 


Fifty-eight Machines Idle, Taking Over 300 Tons a Day 
Product Out of the Market—Causes Leading to the 
Strike—The Movements in Detail—The Paper 
Makers Formulate Demands.

Hoiyoxe, Mass., June 5, 1901.—The State Board of Ar- 
bitration was in session with the manufacturers and 
strikers all day to-day, and at 5 o’clock the State Board an- 
nounced that the labor union and the manufacturers had 
agreed to arrive at some settlement on or before June 15. 
The men will not go back to work until the troubles have 
been satisfactorily adjusted.

The first labor trouble that the paper manufacturers of 
the Connecticut Valley have ever experienced began in 
this city at 3 o’clock Saturday afternoon, when a majority 
of the men left their work. To-day the production of 
more than 600,000 pounds of paper is stopped, and twenty- 
five plants are idle. There was nothing doing in any of 
the mills of the American Writing Paper Company to- 
day, with the exception that the finishing rooms of the 
Linden, Riverside and Parsons divisions were being run 
somewhat, but this evening saw an end to the operations, 
and the fires are low or entirely out in the plants. 

The only paper mill in this city and South Hadley Falls 
not affected by the strike is the plant of the Whiting Paper 
Company, comprising two mills in this city. As it.is al- 
ready known, the Whiting Paper Company granted the 
demand of the local firemen for three shifts of men, and 
the smallest wage scale to be $2 per day. 

Few if any expected when the demands of the Firemen’s 
Union were presented to the manufacturers that a strike 
would follow, but the organizing of the men has been 
looked upon apprehensively by men outside the paper trade. 
Just how long the strike will last is yet unsolved, as 
neither side has begun operations tending toward its ter- 
mination.

The men were called out in compliance with a decis- 
sion arrived at at a meeting of the Fremen’s Union, Fri- 
day evening, when it was voted to strike on Saturday, as 
the demands had not been granted by the manufacturers 
whose reply was published in THe Paper TrRAvE JOURNAL 
of last week. At the same time that the firemen were in 
session, Eagle Lodge of Paper Makers was deciding to 
support the Firemen’s Union, should it strike. The paper 
makers are now out in sympathy with the firemen, and not 
from any trouble that they now have with the manufac- 
turers, although their trouble will be forthcoming soon. 

Under date of Friday the paper makers decided to ask 
for some concession from the manufacturers, and the fol- 
lowing letter was addressed to all of the manufacturers 
in the city: 

GENTLEMEN—At a meeting of local Eagle Lodge No. 
United Brotherhood of Paper Makers of America, held 
on the 25th inst., it was unanimously voted to submit to 
you the following request, which we sincerely hopg you 
will see your way clear to grant, to take effect on the 8th 
~ of July A. D. Igor. 

That sixty-four hours shall constitute a week’s work 
iy all tour workers in your employ, beginning at 7 
o'clock Monday morning and ending at 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon of the following Saturday, for which said tour 
workers shall receive a full week’s wages. 

That your mills shall cease to be in operation for 
manufacturing purposes from 4 o'clock in the afternoon 
of Saturday until 7 o’clock in the morning of the following 
Monday, and between said hours no work of any kind, 
nature or description shall be done in any mill by said tour 
workers. 

That nine hours’ work shall constitute a work day for 
all other day employees, except that on Saturday eight 
hours’ work shall constitute a work day, for which said 
empl shall receive a full week's wages. 

That all employees who receive less than $2 per day 
in A ages shall be granted an increase of 20 per cent. of the 
present wages paid to each and every such employee. 

These requests are the result of careful and deliberate 
action, in which due consideration has been given to the 
rights and interests of your company. 

In the event that we receive no official reply to this 
communication on or before June 8 next we shall consider 
that the requests herein contained have been granted. 

Given under seal of Eagle Lodge No. 1, United Broth- 
erhood of ‘Paper Makers of America, by its Grievance 
Committee, hereunto duly authorized. 

Hortyoke, Mass., May 31, 1901. 

The manufacturers have not answered this letter as yet, 
and they say that no action has been taken upon it. The 
directors of the American Writing Paper Company will 
meet soon to frame a reply, and it is expected that the 
other companies will make answer within a few days. 

Matters now are at a standstill. The paper makers are 
active in securing new members, and at a meeting held 
yesterday it is stated that some 400 new members were 
obligated. Another meeting was held this afternoon, and 
over 100 men were admitted to the union. 

The Paper Rulers’ Union has decided to support the 
paper makers, and have also left their work. An attempt 
is being made to organize the women employees of the 
mills, but no meetings have been held at this writing. 
Nearly all of the women were out of the mills this after- 
noon, and with the exception of the Linden, Parsons and 
Riverside divisions no work was attempted. It is stated 
that the majority of the women employed at the Riverside 
mills left their work this morning. 

The following advertisement was published in a morn- 
ing paper Saturday: 

ATTENTION, PAPER MAKERS. 

Paper makers are hereby instructed to leave all mills at 
3 o'clock Saturday afternoon, where no settlement has 
been effected with the stationary firemen. Per order 
Ways and Means Committee of Eagle Lodge No. 

The local lodges have been promised moral and financial 
aid from the National Lodge of Paper Makers, and the 
members feel confident that they will win their strike.

COLONIAL PAPER (CO. 


Organized for the Benefit of Rope 
Paper Manufacturers. 


The Capitalization Is Only $25,000—It Is Thought That 
the Company Will Buy Raw Material for and 
Sell the Product of Rope Mills Joining 
It—Important Meeting To-day. 


The Colonial Paper Company that has just been incorpo- 
rated under the laws of West Virginia, capitalized at $25,- 
000, is evidently of more importance than appears on the 
Judge J. S. L’Amereaux and his law partner, 
Daniel S. Wing, are among the incorporators. This fact 
forced the conclusion that the new company must in some 
way be connected with the story printed in these columns 
last week that the rope paper manufacturers of the country 
were about to adopt a more binding arrangement than they 
already have in their trade association.

Details in regard to the Colonial Paper 
Company could not be given out as yet, so it was stated.

These will probably be forthcoming in a few days. 

As was announced last week the manufacturers of rope 
paper, members of the association, are to meet again to- 
day (Thursday), at the judge’s office, 32 Wall street, New 
York. In view of the incorporation of the Colonial Paper 
Company it looks as if the rope men had decided to unite 
for the better protection of their interests. But as the 
capitalization is too small for the purchase outright of even 
one of the plants, it seems fair to assume that the Colonial 
Paper Company is simply the incorporated name of the 
old association with certain additional features inserted to 
make its powers more binding. Just what these are cannot 
be stated definitely of course until after the meeting being 
held to-day. 

From sources which are trustworthy the statement is 
made that the Colonial Paper Company has been organ- 
ized to act as a buying and a selling agency of the rope 
paper manufacturers. In other words the company will 
purchase for all the mills their supplies of old manila rope 
out of which the paper is made, and at the same time the 
company is to act as a sort of clearing house for the 
sales made by all the mills included in the company. 
This, in brief, is said to be the working plan of the Col- 
onial Paper Company, when it gets under way. Each in- 
dividual company included in the Colonial is supposed 
to take stock in the new organization in proportion to its 
output. The mills eligible to subscribe for such stock 
are: The Akron Paper Company and the Thomas Phil- 
lips Company. both of Akron, Ohio; Taggart Brothers 
Company, Watertown, N. Y.; the S. George Company 
and the Harvey Paper Company, Wellsburg, W. Va.; 
Tarentum Paper Mills, Tarentum, Pa.; the John A. Man 
ning Paper Company, Troy, N. Y.; Hollingsworth & Vose 
Company, East Walpole, Mass.; the Warren Manufactur- 
ing Company, New York; the Wardlow-Thomas Paper 
Company and the Paul A. Sorg Paper Company, both of 
Middletown, Ohio; the Victoria Paper Mills Company, 
Fulton, N. Y., and the Reading Paper Mills, Philadelphia.

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FAIR CALL FOR PAPER. 


Too Early Yet for the Strike at Holyoke to Have Any 
Effect—Mills at Other Points Fairly Sup- 
plied with Orders. 


The strike in the mills at Holyoke, Mass., is the only 
new feature affecting the paper market in New York city 
this week. Up to date of course it has had no tangible 
results, still there is some little apprehension over what 
the strike may lead to. As iar as the local writing trade 
is concerned, the trouble could not have come at a better 
time, as all the dealers acknowledge that they are stocked 
up as much as they care to be at this season. On the or- 
ders that are coming in for special sizes and weights it 
has been found that the customers are in no hurry. “Some 
time this summer will do on that order” has been the 
answer received from a few customers this week. Judg- 
ing from such replies it is evident that there is no urgency 
about current business in writings. The real cause of ap- 
prehension in regard to the Holyoke strike is the possi- 
bility of its spreading to the other mills of the country. 
But as there are no signs at present of its becoming gen- 
eral the New York market is not affected as yet. All 
quotations remain unchanged. If the strike should last 
a few weeks the mills outside the American could no 
doubt handle all pressing orders. That seems to be the 
prevailing opinion. If the mill hands should win, the 
trade is prepared to see an advance in price on all grades 
of papers made by mills working on the three tour plan. 
This week considerable paper has been handled, as deliv- 
eries have been easier owing to the fair weather. There 
has, however, been no material change in the volume of 
business. Rope papers are high and quotations on them 
have an upward tendency. Practically all other grades are 
rather weak. News, for instance, is quoted at 2.15 de- 
livered New York city. 


Only One Holyoke Mill Filling Orders,

The shutdown of the mills at Holyoke, pending the ad- 
justment of the labor difficulties there, is the topic of 
interest in this city at present. Local dealers are fairly 
well stocked up on regular goods, but some annoyance 
is likely to be experienced in the filling of orders for spe- 
cial grades and special sizes that are constantly coming 
to hand. Since business is not very active at present it 
is not likely, however, that much inconvenience will be 
experienced unless the curtailment of production is too 
long enforced. One result of the Holyoke strike shows 
itself in the telegraphic instructions to withhold ship- 
ments of paper stock, &c., which are not very cheerfully 
received. In lines other than manilas local trade is 
rather quiet. Some good sized orders for book papers 
are said to be looking for lodgment, but as a city dealer 
remarked, they won't show any profit to anybody that 
gets them, quotations are so Jow. City jobbers say that 
mail orders are far from satisfactory, while store trade is 
very light. Occasionally a little spurt is felt, but two suc- 
cessive days of activity are not now noted.

Business among the jobbers and the mill men has been 
good for the last week or so, with no record of phenomenal 
activity in any department. The volume of sales is about 
the same as it has averaged for two or three weeks. There 
is a good, strong demand for writing paper, and an aver- 
age demand for straw and manila papers, but the market 
in book papers is a little slow, and a slow market is also 
reported for news, with no material change in prices. The 
situation in straw board is reported to be very much mixed 
east of Buffalo and Pittsburg—at least such is the report 
that comes to the straw board men of Chicago and vicin- 
ity. The price list of April 8 is cut all along the line from 


$2 to $4 a tun. No cut has been made as yet in the West, 
but there is no telling when the warring elements will enter 
this field. The Western companies are reported to be pre- 
pared to push the merry war to a finish unless there is an 
amalgamation of all the board interests. In the event of a 
contest the Western men think they will be able to stay 
in the game as long as anyone, and propose at any rate 
to keep fighting until an agreement is reached. The report 
is, and it is credited as reliable, that any arrangement that 
does not mean the consolidation of all the board interests 
in the country will not be satisfactory to the Western 
companies, and will not be accepted. It is reported that 
Dean & Shibley are ready to submit the details of a plan 
of consolidation, and a meeting will be held this week in 
New York to pass upon the scheme submitted. The meet- 
ing will be one fraught with important consequences.

While the demand in the lower grades 
is perhaps not quite so good, and mills are not being urged 
in order to fill them, still orders for print, fibres and 
manilas are said to be in fair supply, sufficient to keep the 
mills going at usual output. Prices all along the line re- 
main practically unchanged.

Trade Rather Slow in the Miami Valley. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, June 3, 1901.—Trade conditions have not 
brightened materially in a week, except in some remote sec- 
tions. Add to the labor dissensions which have had an 
admitted influence upon trade in this locality the suspen- 
sion due to a holiday, and it is easily seen that the past 
week has not been a rushing one in paper circles. The 
several days of this week did not show much _ recupera- 
tion, and trade is in a rather lethargic state. From all that 
can be ascertained this condition is not confined to one 
mill or one branch of the business. Even the paper box 
and novelty trade has suffered considerably. A prominent 
manufacturer says that he was compelled to take two of 
his best salesmen off the road as business did not justify 
heavy expenses without returns. Others voice the claim 
that trade has been dismally dull. May should have been a 
satisfactory month, and June ordinarily gives promise of a 
rush, but there is small change to be noted this year. 

It is agreed in all circles that prices are infirm, and that 
until they become stronger complaint will be general. Some 
mills appear to be running on fair sized orders and are 
busy the greater part of the time, but the margin of profits 
is infinitesimal. 

A gradual change is generally expected. Locally, after 
the labor strifes come to an end, trade will increase consid- 
erably. Many men are out of employment in Dayton, and 
it is having an effect on mercantile lines, and the sales of 
jobbers and paper dealers have been greatly decreased.

Canadian Pulp Mill Shut Down. 


MontTrREAL, Quebec, June 4.—Owing to the depression in 
the Canadian pulp business the Clergue Pulp Mill at Sault 
Ste. Marie has been shut down. The reason given for the 
depression in the trade is that the bountiful rains of the 
last few months have so swollen the streams of the United 
States that many pulp mills which ordinarily run only 
two or three months in the year, owing to the low water, 
have been able to keep going the greater part of the time. 
This has stocked the home market thoroughly and caused 
a large export business, which has cut into the European 
trade of the Canadian exporting mills. 


New York JOTTINGS. 


J. Sanford Barnes, Jr., secretary of the American Paper 
and Pulp Association, has this week heard from President 
Hastings on the result of the postal card vote in regard 
to holding a summer meeting. The president writes that 
up to last Thursday more than enough members have 
pledged themselves to attend, and that the meeting will 
surely be held. “Arrangements for the gathering are now 
being made. As very few members objected to the dates 
selected, Thursday, Friday and Saturday, August 15, 16 
and 17, those dates have been decided upon, and prepara- 
tions made accordingly. There is no doubt but that the 
attendance will be much larger than the vote indicates, as 
many members have written President Hastings, saying that 
the double attraction of the summer meeting at Niagara 
Falls and the Pan-American Exposition at Buffalo will 
surely draw them to that section of the State the coming 
summer, and that they will endeavor to get there August 
15, 16 and 17, but that they dislike now to promise defin- 
itely.

Philadelphia Dealers Agree to Charge a Cent a Pound 
More on Broken Reams of Flats—Only One 
Firm Stands Out.

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THE MACHINISTS’ STRIKE. 


No Change in the General Situation—Strained Relations in 
Northern New York and the Miami Valley— 
Efforts at Settlement. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., June 3, 1901.—The machinists 
strike in Watertown and Carthage is still in progress with 
no change in the situation. President Rolfe of the Ma- 
chinists’ union is still confident that the men will win. 
The machinists expect some new developments next 
week, and it has been rumored that there would be a 
break in the situation on the part of the employers then 
and that some would sign the demand. The manufac- 
turers give no inclination of such a move, however.

Conditions in the Miami Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, June 3, 1901.—Another week has passed 
and the strained conditions among the striking machin- 
ists in this section still exist. It is not denied that most 
of the manufacturers are further away from the desired 
adjustment of difficulties than they were at the outstart. 
The situation to-day is extremely serious and critical and 
exactly what the future has in store for the tradesmen 
is a matter which cannot be foretold, even by those most 
directly concerned. It is now feared that the strike will 
interfere materially with future contracts. For the present 
there is a partial paralysis of trade and the establish- 
ments closely allied to the paper trade are suffering. But 
the manufacturers are holding out firmly and give no in- 
dication of submitting. All seem to have taken a united 
and concerted move in the hope of winning out. With 
most of the number it is not a question of granting the 
wage and hour demands as much as it is a matter of sur- 
rendering almost complete control of the business. 

At the Stilwell-Bierce & Smith-Vaile Company’s three 
shops there has been no change. J. H. Vaile, president of 
the company, stated emphatically to your correspondent 
that he would refuse to treat with the union committee of 
machinists. This remark was made only a few moments 
after he had declined to confer with the committeee. He 
admitted that the company had circulated contracts in the 


various shops, and that most of the men expressed a will- 
ingness to accept the new terms, but when the general 
order was issued by the International the men found it 
necessary to “walk out.” 

On the other hand, the men express confidence in the 
future, and are standing firmly. Mr. Vaile says he will 
receive the men as individuals and employees of the com- 
pany, but not as representatives of the union. All of the 
men in the company’s East shop have returned to work 

The Dayton Globe Iron Works have been operated reg- 
ularly, as the machine men were not largely affected. The 
Seybold Machine Company has been running, though a 
few men are out. 

At Hamilton the Black & Clawson Company refused to 
receive a committee, though at first it was disposed to con- 
tinue operations. In a few days’ time the situation became 
dangerous, and as all machinists proposed to follow the 
course pursued by the men from the Niles Tool Works 
some of the manufacturers decided to pursue an independ 
ent policy. Asa result, the paper machinery making plant 
has been practically idle for some time. Labor demonstra- 
tions have taken place in Hamilton, where conditions wil! 
not change more quickly than in Dayton. 

The National Cash Register Works have been closed 
for a month, owing to a strike in two departments. 
National officers of several organizations have been sum- 
moned to Dayton in the hope of straightening out mat- 
ters, and members of the State Board of Arbitration have 
also been here. M. V. 





Ultimatum to Hamilton Machinists. 


Hamitton, Ohio, June 4. 1901.—The manufacturers of 
Hamilton last night issued an ultimatum to the 2,400 strik- 
ing machinists of the city notifying them that unless they 
reported for work next Monday morning they would be 
discharged and would be expected to remove their tools. 
The men will not return, and the manufacturers propose 
to import labor. Before taking this step the manufacturers 
consulted the director of police, and received his assurance 
that the new men will be protected. The companies in- 
volved are the Niles Tool Works Company, the Hooven, 
Owens & Rentschler Company, the Advance Manufactur- 
ing Company, the Black & Clawson Company, the Long 
& Allstatter Company and the Benten & Margedant Com- 
pany. 


BIG STRIKE AT HOLYOKE.

Just what action the manufacturers will take in attempt- 
ing to run their mills is not decided. None of them have 
any plans as to the future as yet, but are hoping for the 
most peaceful settlement of the strike.

AMERICAN WRITING PAPER COMPANY. 

The Massachusetts State Board of Arbitration has taken 
hold of the matter; and is expected to be in Holyoke this 
week in conference with the strikers and the manufac- 
turers. 

It is believed that the manufacturers are willing to make 
concessions to the employees, but they will not grant their 
demands in their entirety. The reply which was sent to 
the Firemen’s Union by the American Writing Paper 
Company last week would indicate that the company 
would meet the men, and that a satisfactory adjustment of 
wages and hours of labor could be arrived at, and it is 
believed that had the men waited until July 8, as some of 
them desired to do, there would have been no strike. 

The mills are making no attempts to fill orders at the 
present, and none can be filled as everything is tied up. 

There are many wild and groundless rumors as to the 
intentions of the men, but thus far there have been no signs 
cf disorder, and it is not believed that any disturbance will 
take place. Statements have been made, however, to-day 
to the manufacturers that some of the men desired to 
return to work, but were persuaded by their comrades not 
to do so.

BRITISH TRADE TOPICS. 


The Paper Market Quiet—Better Business in Pulps Hoped 
For, as Prices Are Low—Cordite Maker Pur- 
chases an Irish Mill. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Lonpvon, May 23, 1901.—There is very little stirring in 
the paper market, and both orders and news matters are 
scarce. 

The market for mechanical and chemical pulps is quiet, 
but sellers are looking forward to better business, as 
prices are very low. Dry pine is quoted at £5 5s. to 
£5 10s., and 50 per cent. moist at £2 7s. 6d, to £2 10. Un- 
bleached sulphite is quoted at £9 5s. to £9 Ios., and 
bleached at £12. 

There is a better export demand for paper makers’ 
chemicals. Ammonia alkali, 58 per cent., stands at £4 I0s., 
and soda crystals £3 to £3 5s. Bleaching powder is quoted 
£6 7s. 6d. for soft wood, and caustic soda is steady at 
£10 17s. 6d. to £11 2s. 6d. for 76-77 per cent., and £10 2s. 6d. 
to £10 7s. 6d. for 70 per cent. 

The Drimnagh Paper Mills at Inchicore, near Dublin, 
Ireland, have been purchased by Meesrs. Kynoch, Limited, 
the well-known manufacturers of ammunition and cordite 
at Birmingham and Arklow. This small mill has_pre- 
viously been turning out common browns, and it will now 
be adapted for making paper which Messrs. Kynoch use 
very largely in the course of their business at their various 
factories. Alfred Ralston, who has been managing the 
firm’s shell departments at Witton and Stirchley, Birming- 
ham, has been appointed manager of the mill at Inchicore. 

The report of the Castner-Kellner Alkali Company, Lim- 
ited, states that the result of the trading is a gross profit of 
£65,581, and the net profit is £45,011, which with £3.768 
brought forward gives £48,779. The directors recommend 
that a dividend at the rate of £2 per cent. per annum be 
paid for the six months ending March 31, making with 
the interim dividend paid in November last £5 per cent. for 
the year.

ForEIGN NOTEs. 


The German Association of newspaper publishers have 
sent a petition to the German Parliament praying for the 
abolition of the paper import duty. 

The thirty-eighth annual Congress of the French Pa- 
per Makers’ Association will be held at Paris on Saturday, 
June 8, at the rooms of the Cercle de la Librairie, 117 
Boulevard St. Germain. 


At the Karpalund (Sweden) Refinery peat is exclusively 
used as fuel instead of coal; it is not put into the furnaces 
direct, but first converted into gas in generators. Alto- 
gether peat is being extensively experimented with in that 
country as a substitute for coal. 

The appointment of Herr Privy Councillor of Com- 
merce Moller as Prussian Secretary of State for Com- 
merce has given considerable satisfaction to the paper 
making trade. He is associated with a firm of engineers 
doing business with paper and pulp makers. 

Long service appears to be the invariable rule of the 
employees of the engineering house of Karl Krause, Leip- 
zig. Recently there was celebrated a double jubilee, the 
parties being Gottlieb Nather and Wilheim Thurig, fore- 
men. As usual on such occasions the heads of the de- 
partments and fellow workmen marked the event by mak- 
ing presentations and expressing their good wishes. 

The Scandinavian Wood Pulp Association recently held 
its annual general meeting at Christiania, Mr. Mathieson 
presiding. A statistical statement was presented dealing 
with production, sales, &c., and the market was consid- 
ered satisfactory in every respect. In Sweden it was 
stated the spring freshet was smaller than usual, and fears 
were entertained of the likelihood of a scarcity of water. 
As members of the northern section of the association, 
H. E. Heyerdahl, H. C. Hansen and Z. Backer resigned, 
and the following gentlemen were elected: Messrs. 
Thilesen (chairman), Mathiesen, Elilingsen, Cato Aal and 
Johan Anker. 

The importations of paper (not including hangings) 
into France for the three months ended on March 31 last 
amounted to 17,571 metrical quintals, ten of which equal 
I ton nearly. Of this, Great Britain sent 9,134 metrical 
quintals, or considerably more than half. About half of 
the balance went from Germany (4,100 metrical quintals). 
These totals are about the same as in the corresponding 
period of last year. The exportations were 56,134 metrical 
quintals, being about 10% per cent. more than in the first 
quarter of 1900, but only 4,437 (out of a total of 52,283) 
metrical quintals went to Great Britain, or less than half 
what was received from thence.

BOARD MANUFACTURERS’ MEETING 


An Important Gathering Being Held This Morning in New 
York--Only the Leaders in the Line Invited 
to Be Present. 


A very important meeting of board manufacturers is be- 
ing held in New York city this (Thursday) morning. It is 
understood that only about a half dozen of the most prom- 
inent board men were invited to meet the head promoters 
of the projected combine, Dean & Shibley, at the latter’s 
office, 26 Broadway, at 10 o'clock this morning. It is re- 
ported that the invitations, which, by the way, were ac- 
cepted, stated that the object of the meeting was to talk 
over the feasibility of a plan by which the promoters hope 
to amalgamate all the board interests of the country. Just 
what this plan is cannot be told this week. It is sur- 
mised, however, that Dean & Shibley will explain to the 
board men that about go per cent. of their fellow manu- 
facturers have already signified their willingness to sell 
out at a valuation to be determined by an investigation of 
their books for a number of years last past. It is also 
considered likely that the mill men will be told that there 
is plenty money at hand to finance the big deal, provided it 
is brought to the bankers in the proper shape. But as, 
the job of getting the mill owners to bind themselves 
to sell involves a great deal of work, it is sur- 
mised that the leading manufacturers who have been 
invited to attend this meeting will be asked to sub- 
scribe a sufficient amount of money to pay the neces- 
sary expenses of examination and appraisal. This request 
will be based on the supposition that the leaders are will- 
ing to help along the good cause in which they are to be 
the chief gainers. So in a way it is “up” to the board 
manufacturers to-day. If they approve the plan outlined 
by the promoters they must show their faith by pledging 
themselves to bear their proportion of the preliminary ex- 
pense of getting the combine into tangible shape all ready 
for the bankers to take hold of it. 

While it is not known definitely who are at the meeting, 
it is taken for granted that such men as R. F. Newcomb, 
president of the American Straw Board Company; M. R. 
Williams, president of the Chicago Coated Board Com- 


pany, and other gentlemen of like prominence are there. 
From this fact it looks as if the scheme was to get all the 
leading mills of the country together first, and then dicker 
later with the smaller and less important manufacturers. 





Customs News for Importers. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., June 3, 1901.—The Treasury De- 
partment has instructed collectors of customs to require 
importers to furnish, whenever practicable, the original 
invoice or bills of sale or purchase covering imported 
merchandise, regardless of the value, instead of a formal 
statement of the value prepared by the importer or a 
customs broker. 

Importers will be interested in a recent decision of the 
Board of General Appraisers, wherein it was held that the 
right of protest against the decision of a collector of cus- 
toms as to the rate or amount of duty upon imported 
merchandise provided in section 14 of the customs ad- 
ministrative act of June 10, 1890, must be availed of by 
the importer at the time of the liquidation of the entry, 
and in the case of withdrawal of goods from bond there 
is no new right of protest after the lapse of ten days from 
the date of liquidation unless between the date of such 
liquidation and of withdrawal there has been a change in 
the law and the collector has refused or neglected to re- 
classify the goods in accordance therewith. A Pe ds 

Pulp Wood Shipments. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., June 3, 1901.—The Pulp Wood Com- 
pany reports that the shipments of pulp wood by rail from 
the North were completed last week. The supply of wood 
brought to the valley in this way during the winter ship- 
ping season this year has been larger than ever before, and 
very much larger than was expected even two months ago. 
The wood has come in so fast and in such large quantities 
that the mills have had no little difficulty in getting it un- 
loaded and finding sufficient room for it in their yards. 
During the winter no less than 60,000 cords of spruce and 
30,000 cords of hemlock have been handled by the Pulp 
Wood Company, and in addition to this amount other 
sources of supply have contributed between 5,000 and 
10,000 cords. The receipts of pulp wood by lake at Long 


Tail Point and Green Bay have commenced, and it is ex- 
pected that during the summer 45,000 cords, all spruce, will 
be received in this way and distributed to the mills. Two 
rafts have already arrived at Long Tail Point, each con- 
taining about 4,000 cords, and two smaller rafts of Bay 
de Noquet spruce have reached Green Bay, and will be 
brought up the river on scows. The Long Tail Point 
wood is all brought in from the Point by railway.

Albey Brothers’ Mill Burned. 


Newark, N. J., June 3, 1901.—A fire which proved most 
disastrous broke out last Saturday morning shortly before 
1 o'clock in the southeast end of the paper mills of Albey 
Brothers on the Lehigh Valley Railroad, near the Park- 
view station and only a short distance from the ruins of 
the chemical works burned down last October. 

The paper mills were burned to the ground within less 
than two hours’ time. A freight car, loaded with paper, 
which was on a side track by the mills was also burned up. 
Two other freight cars near the one burned were pulled out 
in time to be saved. The mills had been shut down for 
two days in order to do some repairing on a new valve 
which was being put on the engine, and they were ready 
to start work to-day. The loss will amount to about 
$10,000. It is covered by insurance. 


Trolley for Black River Valley Towns. 


Watertown, N. Y., June 3, 1901.—Papers incorporat- 
ing the Watertown and Carthage Traction Company, cap- 
italized at $200,000, have been filed in the county clerk’s 
office. The company will built a street surface railroad, to 
be operated by electricity, and to connect Watertown, 
Black River, Felt’s Mills, Great Bend and Carthage, all 
paper, pulp and machine manufacturing towns in Black 
River Valley. The length of the road will be 20 miles. 
Construction will be begun this summer. The directors 
for the first year and the principal stockholders are: Ar- 
thur S. Fairchild, John W. Horner, Jr..

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The Strike at Holyoke. 


With the exception of the plant of the Whiting Paper 
Company, every paper mill in Holyoke and South Had- 
ley Falls is shut down. There are twenty-five of them 
idle. They contain fifty-eight machines, employ 2,525 
hands and produce daily 638,000 pounds of paper. This 
condition of affairs is not only surprising, but it is un- 
precedented in the paper trade. That there was a likeli- 
hood of trouble this summer has been admitted. That it 
would come so suddenly and under such circumstances was 
not expected by anyone. 

The strike on the part of the paper makers is not be- 
cause of any of their own grievances, but is founded on 
those of the stationary firemen. The latter made demand 
on the mill owners for a three shift system. The Whiting 
Paper Company granted the demand. The American 
Writing Paper Company answered and in brief asked 
that the whole labor question be taken up at one time and 
settled. On Friday evening last the firemen decided that 
if their request was not granted by 3 o’clock on the fol- 
lowing afternoon they would strike. 

The paper makers formulated their demands, and have 
served a letter embodying them upon all the manufac- 
turers. They ask that sixty-four hours constitute a tour 
worker’s week’s work, the week beginning at 7 a. m. on 
Monday and ending at 4 p. m. on Saturday, for which a 
full week’s wages shall be paid; that the mills absolutely 
cease from manufacturing between 4 p. m. on Saturday 
and 7 a. m. on Monday, and during that time no work 
of any description be done by tour workers; that for 
other than tour workers nine hours shall constitute a day’s 
work, except on Saturday, when eight hours shall be a day, 
a full week’s wages being paid; that all employees who 
receive less than $2 a day be granted a 20 per cent. in- 
crease on the present wages; that the new order go into 
effect on July 8, and that in the event of no reply being 
made to these demands on or before June 8, the em- 
ployees shall consider the request granted. 

These demands were dated May 31, and the mill own- 
ers were given until June 8 to reply. On the evening of 
May 31 the paper makers decided to back up the firemen 
if they struck, and when they did strike at 3 o’clock on 
the following afternoon the paper makers went out also. 
The American Writing Paper Company, by formal notice, 
has discharged all its employees who did not report for 
duty at 7 a. m. last Monday. The paper trade has always 
been particularly free of labor troubles, and even those 
differences that have arisen have been easily settled. The 
present disagreement is on a much larger scale than any 
that have preceded it, but it is hoped that it will be ad- 
justed as readily as have others and that work will be 
at once resumed. 

As yet the strike has had no effect on the paper market. 
It has not been of sufficient duration. Dealers’ stocks 
are ample for requirements, except in case of special or- 
ders, and for the moment these will have to be cared for 
in some other than the ordinary way. The shutdown of 
the mills takes out of the market over 300 tons a day, 
mostly writings, and if the strike should continue for any 
length of time it would undoubtedly be reflected in an 


upward movement of prices. 


Imports and Exports. 

On another page of this issue of THE Paper TRADE 
JouRNAL we print the returns of imports and exports 
of paper and pulp for the month of April, and for the ten 
months ended April 30, 1901, together with comparisons 
with the returns for the corresponding periods of last year, 
the data being furnished by the Treasury Department. 
The figures are not only interesting but satisfying, and 
they show that we continue to make steady progress in our 
foreign business in both pulp and paper. 

Comparing the figures for paper we find that in April, 
1901, we imported paper to the value of $345,233, an in- 
crease of $16,330, as compared with the imports of April, 
1900, but we exported during April, 1¢o1, paper to the 
value of $682,677, an increase of $84,874 over similar busi- 
ness in April, 1900. During the ten months ended April 
30, 1901, we imported paper to the value of $3,208,427, an 
increase of $178,088 over similar imports in April, 1900. 
In the ten months ended April 30, 1901, we exported paper 
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to the value of $6,248,062, a gain of $1,264,798 as com- 
pared with similar business in the ten months ended April 
30, 1900. In other words, the rate of increase in our ex- 
port trade has been vastly more than in our import trade, 
so that on the business of the ten months ended April 
30, 1901, we have a balance of trade in our favor of 
$2,949,635. 

In the pulp department the reductions in imports and 
the increase in exports, heretofore noted, have been con- 
tinued. For instance, in April, 1900, we imported pulp to 
the value of $221,155, but in April, 1901, similar imports 
aggregated only $113,661, showing a decrease of $107.494 
in the month’s business. In the ten months ended April 
30, 1900, we imported pulp to the value of $2,105,771, while 
in the ten months ended April 30, 1901, similar imports 
aggregated only $1.302,901, showing a decrease of $792,- 
870 in the ten months’ business. On the other hand, 
while in April, 1900, our export of pulp was valued at 
23.549, that of April, 1901, was valued at $81,140, an in- 
crease of $57,591 in the thirty days’ business. In the ten 
months ended April 30, 1900, we exported pulp to the 
value of $316,992 and in the ten months ended April 30, 
1901, to the value of $917,788, an increase of $600,796 in 
On April 30, 1900, on ten 


months’ business in pulp we had against us a trade bal- 


the ten months’ business. 


ance of $1,788,799. On April 30, 1901, on the ten months’ 
business in pulp, we had also a trade balance against us, 
but it has been reduced to $385,113. If the present move- 
ment keeps up, the trade balance in pulp will be in our 


favor just as it is in paper. 





The investigation into the Canadian Paper Makers’ As- 
sociation, instigated by the Canadian Press Association, 
has been begun. Two witnesses were examined the other 
day at Montreal, and their testimony as reported on an- 
other page of this issue of THE Paper TRADE JoURNAL will 
be read with interest. It goes to prove the charges made 
by the Canadian Press Association, but then the other side 
of the case has yet to be heard, and it will be equally 
interesting to hear what the paper makers have to say for 
themselves. Suppose, however, that the Canadian Press 
Association’s charges are proved, is it at all certain that 
paper will be admitted to Canada free of duty? 





While the value of the exports of paper at the port of 
New York this week is not large, being only $44,190, the 
goods have had a widespread distribution. Australia 
took $14,275 worth, British Africa $1,454, Glasgow $1,702, 
Central America $1,079, Mexico $1,954, Cuba $1,668, Ant- 
werp $3,727, Rotterdam $2,623, and British West Indies 
$1,009. It is also interesting to note the points of des- 
tination of United States wood pulp exported this week. 
St. Petersburg took pulp to the value of $2,568, Antwerp 
$2,250, Hamburg $1,245, and Mexico $430. The amounts 
are not as large as they should be, bat the buyers of both 
paper and pulp come from ali quarters. 


A plan for an amicable adjustment of the differences 
between employer and employees is under consideration 
in Boston by a number of prominent persons interested 
in that subject. The plan which seems to be regarded as 
most feasible is the establishment of courts, authorized 
by law to hear all the parties to industrial disputes, to 
decide what shall be a fair minimum wage and a fair 
maximum work day for a reasonable time in the future, 
and to enforce such decisions by appropriate penalties, 
but not authorized by law to order employees to work or 
to order capitalists to carry on business. 


In the formation of the Colonial Paper Company, it looks 
as though the rope paper manufacturers were going to pro- 
vide a means whereby they would buy their stock at first 
hands, and sell the product of their mills at the best pos- 
sible price to the consumer. However, the plan projected 
has not yet been worked out completely, and the old say- 
ing about the “slip” and the “cup” and the “‘lip’’ may have 
some bearing in this instance. 


Our Washington correspondent last week told of how 
American made paper was sold in China by an English 
house at a handsome profit, the merchandise being repre- 
sented, it is reported, as the product of English machines. 
As a result of an American’s persistency, the Chinese 
house is now buying this American paper direct, and sav- 
ing money. 


It has taken the Philadelphia paper dealers many years 
to reach an agreement to charge an extra half cent a 
pound on broken reams of flat papers, but they have finally 
reached the point of demanding that which is their right. 
We trust that all of them wil! live up to the agreement 
that they have signed. 
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CANADA INVESTIGATES. 


Hearing as to the Charges Against 
Paper Manufacturers. 


Justice Taschereau, Sitting as Commissioner, Holds a Ses- 
sion of Court at Montreal—Two Witnesses Examined-—- 
They Relate Their Experience in Buying Paper— 
Prices Quoted in New York—Other Hearings. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

MontreEaL, Canada, June 3, 1901.—The royal commission 
appointed to inquire into the alleged combine in prices by 
Canadian paper manufacturers held its first session on 
May 28 in the Court House. Mr. Justice Taschereau, com- 
missioner, presided, and J. King, K. C., Toronto, appeared 
for the complainant, the Canadian Press Association, which 
was also represented by Capt. A. G. F. Macdonald, of the 
News, Alexandria, president, and H. J. Pettypiece, M. P., 
of the Free Press, Forest, Ont., vice-president. W. J. 
White, K. C., was present on behalf of paper manufac- 
turers, and R. D. McGibbon, K. C., watched the proceed- 
ings for interested parties. 

The commissioner stated that the inquiry had been in- 
stituted by Order in Council, in accordance with Section 8, 
Chapter 16, statutes of 1897 (Custom Tariff), and W. S. 
Walker, clerk of the court, read the documents in virtue 
of which the commission was authorized, as well as the 
commission itself appointing Mr. Justice Taschereau to 
conduct the investigation. 

Mr. Pettypiece, on behalf of the executive of the Cana- 
dian Press Association, requested that the commissioner 
should take entire control of the investigation, that was, 
that he should hear the voluntary statements of the wit- 
nesses produced by the complainant, in proof of the allega- 
tion of a combine, and if he desired any further informa- 
tion from them, he should elicit it himself. This would 
do away with the necessity of either side employing coun- 
sel, and would shorten the proceedings. 

STATEMENT OF DEFENSE. 


W. J. White remarked that the Press Association had 
made certain charges, which it declared it was prepared to 
substantiate. Witnesses would be produced, and it seemed 
only right that an opportunity should be afforded of ex- 
amining them by the parties affected. He, therefore, op- 
posed the application, and asked that an opportunity be 
given him of cross-examining any witness the association 
produced. 

The commissioner stated that his idea had been, from 
the beginning, that the investigation should be conducted 
as an ordinary inquiry, and that the usual form should be 
followed. At the same time, he was informed that the 
Government was of opinion that it should be conducted at 
the public expense, it being ordered in the public interest. 
Correspondence had taken place on the question, and this 
culminated in a telegram from the Minister of Finance, 
stating that the Government would undertake to pay all 
reasonable charges of material witnesses, when certified by 
The Government, however, could not 
prevent parties employing counsel at their own expense. 
As to the request of the Press Association, he could not 
prevent any party appearing by counsel; it was a person’s 
undoubted right to be represented by counsel before that 
inquiry, as before any British tribunal, but at the same time 
persons might appear in their own behalf and interrogate 
A judge, however, was always allowed to ques- 
tion witnesses, and that inquiry would be no exception.

TESTIMONY OF MR. ROSS. 


P. D. Ross, president of the Ottawa Journal Printing 
Coompany, was then sworn. He deposed that they had 
a contract with the Eddy Paper Company, which expired 
in February of last year. The contract was for $2.04 per 
100 pounds, and on its expiration they negotiated for its 
renewal, but were notified that there would probably be 
an increase of 10 per cent. They considered this offer for 
a time, and were then notified that the increase of 10 per 
cent. had been cancelled, and the price would be $2.50 
per 1coO pounds. The Journal Company claimed that it 
had an option of renewal of contract at $2.24, and in ref- 
erence to this witness called upon Mr. Eddy, who in- 
formed him that an association had been formed by the 
majority of Canadian paper makers, and it had decided 
that the price was to be $2.50 per 100 pounds. Witness 
argued about the option, but Mr. Eddy said that he was 
not at liberty to concede it, but was bound by the terms 
of the agreement with the paper manufacturers to exhibit 
to the association, if required, all contracts, papers and 
documents in connection therewith, for examination by 
the association. In consequence of that conversation, the 
Journal took paper from the Eddy Company at $2.50. 
Shortly afterward the Eddy Company was burned out. 
During the negotiations he had spoken of the Journal 
Company had applied to two other paper mills for prices, 





and he had received a note from the Eddy Company, a 
few days later, that they had learned that the Journal had 
applied elsewhere for paper. Witness then produced three 
letters from the Eddy Company to show that their prices 
were governed by the Paper Makers’ Association. From 
these letters, and the conversation he had with Mr. Eddy, 
he said he concluded that the combine had increased the 
price beyond what was demanded by the market; he re- 
garded it as unduly enhancing the price. He saw a public 
announcement that a Paper Makers’ Association had been 
formed, about the time that the Eddy Company increased 
their price to $2.50 per 100 pounds. 

In January last, the price fixed by the Paper Makers’ 
Association for news printing paper was $2.50 per 100 
pounds. He wrote to a number of papers in New York 
State, asking what they were supplied with paper for. 
These papers had about the same circulation as the Ottawa 
Journal. He received seven or eight replies, and the prices 
given showed that two were paying $2.75 per 100 pounds, 
one $2.60, and the other $2.40, $2.25, $2.15 and $2, respect- 
ively. He had had a conversation with Mr. Alger, man- 
ager of the Laurentide Pulp Company, and that gentleman 
had informed him that their price must be $2.50, that being 
the price fixed by the Paper Makers’ Association. 

Cross-examined by W. J. White, witness said that the 
object of the association in securing the commission was to 
obtain the abolition of the customs duty on paper from the 
United States or England, made from Canadian pulp. Prior 


to the expiration of his contract, prices had been fluctuat--' 


ing, but until the formation of the Paper Makers’ Associa- 
tion he had never known a contract to be renewed at a 
higher price; the tendency had been to decrease. A trav- 
eler for the Eddy Company had informed him that he be- 
lieved all the paper manufacturers in Canada were mem- 
bers of the association. 


TESTIMONY OF MR. TARTE. 


L. J. Tarte, president and manager of La Patrie Print- 
ing Company, Montreal, testified that during the ten years 
he had been in business, he had been following the price of 
paper, and in the last three or four years, prior to 1900, 
it had been going down steadily. When the Eddy Mills 
were burned in April of last year he was getting news 
printing paper from them, under contract, at something less 
than 2 cents a pound, delivered in quantity, less 5 per cent. 
for thirty days, or four months. After the fire he tele- 
graphed all over Canada, but got only one or two replies. 
In some he was told that he should have quotations in a 
day or two, and that the price was uniform. Earlier in 
the year he had.been told that the price of paper was stead- 
ily going up, and had been asked to enter into contracts 
for future delivery. When he wanted to get paper from 
the mills he was informed that the manufacturers had 
formed an association, and the price of the paper was $2.50 
per 100 pounds. Mr. Alger and Mr. Gascoigne, of the 
Laurentide Pulp Company, had told him that they could 
sell more paper than they could manufacture. He was 
offered paper by a Vienna (Austria) house at less than 
$2.50, delivered in Montreal. The Canadian manufacturers 
got so independent that they refused discount for cash, 
and would not take back white waste, as they had formerly 
done. His experience had been that lately the paper man- 
ufacturers had been trying to cut one another’s throats, 
for he was able to buy paper in Montreal at a cheaper 
rate than the combine price. Soon after the fire at the 
works of the Laurentide Pulp Company, he bought some 
paper from another firm, and because the quantity was less 
than a carload, he had to pay 3 cents a pound, getting 3 
per cent. discount for cash in thirty days. 


NEW YORK PRICES LOWER. 


Two weeks ago he was offered paper, f. 0. b. at New 
York, for $1.87, or delivered free in Montreal at $2.48 per 
100 pounds, and also undertaking to keep a storehouse 
in Montreal and deliver it in any quantity. He was sub- 
sequently offered it at $1.70 in New York, 17 cents freight 
and 45 cents for duty. He had been notified by manu- 
facturers that they were not going to keep up the price 
of manilas. A manufacturer in the United States told 
him that they were affiliated with the Laurentide Com- 
pany, and would not do anything to injure them or un- 
dersell. He had told Mr. Rowley, secretary-treasurer of 
the Eddy Company, that he would find it hard to keep 
up the combine, and Mr. Rowley had replied that there 
was no combine, but only an association. He had also 
been told that as he was able to pay the high price, he 
should do so, and crowd the small papers out of the busi- 
ness, An important manufacturer of Montreal had told 
witness that he was in the association, and could not sell 
at less than the association price. He had made a de- 
posit of $300 or $500 (witness could not say which), to 
bind the agreement, and this would be forfeited if he broke 
it. This gentleman, however, had suggested that he might 
give some advertising to compensate for the difference. 
Since it was known that the inquiry would be held, wit- 
ness had noticed a weakening in prices in some quarters. 
Since the 18th inst., he had been offered paper at $2.37%4, 
with 3 per cent. discount for cash. 


On cross-examination by Mr. White, witness said that 
he first found the price of paper unsatisfactory when Ed- 
dy’s mill was burned down, and he was compelled to buy 
elsewhere. At that time he had a contract for paper at 
something less than 2 cents a pound. He was paying 
$2.05 per 100 pounds, less 5 per cent. in thirty days, or 
iour months, and also less $1,200 or $1,500, for some other 
considerations, which were deducted from the total quan- 
tity of paper he bought during the year. The contract was 
for about two years at that price. While this contract was 
running he had bought paper at different mills at $1.70, 
$1.80 and $2.15. There was no ruling price at the time he 
made the contract; everybody was trying to get orders 
Prices were fluctuating, but they were not as steep as were 
being paid to-day. He did not make any inquiry as to 
other causes for the advance, beyond that of an association 
being formed; but he was told by several paper manufac- 
turers that they did not wish to sell paper at the low prices 
any more. He was told by Mr. Hardisty, representing the 
Eddy Company here, and also by Mr. Rowley in Ottawa, 
that Mr. Eddy had made up his mind that his company 
was going to make more money than it had in the past. 
He was aware that there was a slight advance in the price 
of pulp at that time, but he did not know if other mate- 
rials used in the manufacture of paper had also gone up in 
price. The United States prices which he had mentioned 
at the morning session might have been prices under con- 
tract. He inquired from publishers in New York, whom 
he knew, and also in Buffalo, and they were paying some- 
thing like $1.81 and $1.90 for a better class of paper than 
he was getting here. The quotations he had previously 
mentioned were given him for shipment to Canada. He 
did not know that he could not have bought paper at 
these prices if he had been resident in the United States. 
He was not prepared to say that he was getting a slaughter 
price; he was not prepared to say anything else than what 
he had stated—that paper was offered to him for delivery 
here at the price he had named. He knew, from reading, 
that the price of paper had advanced in the United States 
last year, and he had been told by some representatives of 
Canadian mills that American mills were also united to 
combine prices. He could not say whether, when the 
price of paper was advancing in the States last year, it 
remained uniform in Canada. On the quotations he got 
from Vienna he would have saved a few cents; but he was 
not prepared to speak as to ruling prices for home con- 
sumption there. 

The inquiry then adjourned until to-morrow, when it will 
meet in Toronto for the hearing of Western evidence, and 
will subsequently reassemble in Montreal, on a date yet 
to be fixed, for the hearing of further Eastern testimony. 


OBITUARY. 


Frank S. FIevp. 

Frank S. Field, of Field & White, manufacturers of rooi- 
ing and sheathing papers, with mill at Boonton, N. J., and 
a New York office in the Morton Building, 116 Nassau 
street, died very suddenly of apoplexy last Friday night at 
his home, 726 President street, Brooklyn, New York. 
The announcement of Mr. Field’s death has shocked and 
surprised his friends and business acquaintances, as he 
attended to business on Friday, the day of his decease. 

He was born at Madison, Conn., in 1855. When about 
fifteen years of age he came to New York city to work. 
For a number of years previous to 1894 he was engaged 
in the picture and picture framing business in Brooklyn.

On the expira- 
tion of that time in March, 1900, the copartnership name 
was changed to Field & White. Mr. Field had been a resi- 
dent of Brooklyn for over thirty years, and during most 
of this time had been closely identified with the First Re- 
formed Church. He was also actively interested in the 
Dutch Arms, a social organization connected with the

The Keith Paper Company, Turner’s Falls, Mass., will 
put in a new &6-inch Fourdrinier. 

The paper makers of the Fox River Valley will give a 
ball on the evening of June 6 at the Armory in Neenah, 
Wis. 

The Government paper mill at Coltsville, Mass., has 
received notification from Washington that the plant will 
shut down for the month of June. 

M. Peterson, while at work in the paper mill at Eau 
Claire, Wis., last week, had his left arm and the fingers 
of his right hand torn off in the machinery. 

The Thilmany Pulp and Paper Mills, of Kaukauna, Wis., 
has at last heard from its new waxing machine, which has 
been on the road for many months from the Paris Expo- 
sition. The machine is expected to arrive in about two 
weeks. , 

The Gilbert Paper Company, of Menasha, Wis., has 
filed an amendment to its articles of incorporation increas- 
ing its capital stock from $100,000 to $200,000. This is in 
accordance with the intention of the company, which was 
referred to in these columns last fall. 

The Neenah (Wis.) Paper Company, which has been 
making many additions and improvements to its plant of 
late, is just about ready to start its new supercalenders. 
When the supers are in operation the company will con- 
siderably increase the variety of papers it will make. 

The well-organized fire company composed of the em- 
ployees of the S. D. Warren & Co.’s mills at Gardiner, 
Me., last week covered itself with glory by its speedy and 
effective work at a fire that threatened to destroy one ot 
the employees’ houses near the mill. The damage was 
slight. 

The Plattsburgh Paper Mill and Bag Company has 
sued the village of Plattsburgh, N. Y., for $8,737.40, be- 
ing the cost of repairs to the covering over the grist mill 
flume on Bridge street and damages caused by its going 
down, the company claiming that the village is bound to 
maintain it. The village will fight the claim. 

The Androscoggin Pulp Company, Portland, Me., has 
moved from the Davis Block, at the head of Exchange 
street, to its new quarters at the top of the Union Mutual 
suilding. This is the first company outside of the insur- 


ance company itself to occupy the new building. The of- 
fices are models of convenience in every respect. 

The mill of the Interlake Pulp and Paper Company, Ap- 
pleton, Wis., was shut down last Monday morning, and 
will remain closed for this month. This is in accordance 
with the policy of the company, which is accustomed to 
shut down for a month every summer, in order to make 
thorough repairs and improvements to the mill property. 


Superintendent Decker, of the Great Northern Paper 
Company, Millinocket, Me., is building a bicycle track 
and baseball grounds for the benefit of the employees of 
the company. The site is in the southern part of the 
town, bordering on the river, and is one of the prettiest 
locations to be had. A pavilion 50x60 feet will be erected, 
which can be used during the winter season for entertain- 
ments. The pavilion will be less than one-fourth of a mile 
from the centre of the town. 

Contracts for some of the machinery for the new pulp 
mill of the Volks Brothers, at Oconto Falls, Wis., were 
awarded last week. and others are to be awarded this week. 
The contract for two wet machines, four screens, two 
barkers and one double splitter, was given to the Valley 
Iron Works Company, of Appleton. The contracts for the 
water wheels and grinders are still to be let. Work upon 
the new dam, which is to be 500 feet long, will be com- 
menced at once, and the foundations for the pulp mill will 
be started very soon. 

The usual activity can be seen at the big West Side Sul- 
phite Mill, Carthage, N. Y., where many tons of high 
grade pulp are manufactured every day. The price of sul- 
phite keeps up well, and it is understood that a large part 
of the product is sold under contract for some time ahead. 
For this reason the company will not erect this season the 
contemplated paper mill on the extensive properties and 
water privileges extending from the State dam to its 
present mill, which it purchased last season. The building 
of a new paper mill will depend largely on the demand and 
price of sulphite pulp. 

Michigan Sulphite Fibre Company Bond Issue. 

Detroit, Mich., June 3, 1901.—The Michigan Sulphite 
Fibre Company has filed a chattel mortgage covering its 
franchises and other personal property at Port Huron. 
The mortgage is to secure the issuance of $100,000 im- 
provement bonds and runs to the Union Trust Company 
as trustee. The bonds are 100 in number and $1,000 in 
value each. They draw 7 per cent. interest and are pay- 
able at the Union National Bank, Detroit, June 1, 1904. 


Paper and Pulp Changes at Dexter. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., June 3, 1901.—The plant of the 
Frontenac Paper Company, of Dexter, has been purchased 
by the Dexter Sulphite Pulp and Paper Company, as al- 
ready announced in THE PAper TRADE JouRNAL. Dr. James 
Campbell will assume the management of the mill, and H. 
N. Walts, who has been superintendent under the old 
management, will retire. John D. Butler, superintendent 
of the St. Lawrence mills, will have charge of both. The 
transfer of stock was made last Friday, and the Dexter 
Sulphite Pulp and Paper Company took possession of the 
plant Saturday morning. 

Louis S, Lansing and Kenneth L. Warren retire from 
the Frontenac Paper Company, but will probably be iden- 
tified with other interests in the near future. The new 
directors of the Frontenac Company for the first year are 
Dr. James Campbell, of New York; Col. J. T. Outterson, 
J. A. Outterson and Fred Wood, the latter of Dexter. The 
office will be in charge of Joseph F. Main, of this city. 
Mr. Main until recently was a member of the firm of Scott 
& Main, haberdashers. 

The various changes in the control of the St. Lawrence 
paper plant, the contest over which has made a chapter in 
the history of paper makers’ litigation in these parts, 
have finally landed the mill in the possession of Messrs. 
Lansing and Herring, of this city, they having acquired the 
title and being scheduled to take possession of the plant 
after the lease now held of the plant by Bermingham & 
Campbell expires October 1. It is understood that the 
Dexter Sulphite Pulp and Paper Company desires to pur- 
chase this plant also. Should the Sulphite Company, in 
the pursuit of its present policy of expansion, secure the 
possession of the St. Lawrence plant, together with the 
ownership of the Hunter and Osborn pulp mills on the 
Hounsfield side of the river, it would have the largest 
combined water power privilege in Dexter. 

The Frontenac plant, purchased by the Sulphite Com- 
pany, was built twelve years ago by James A. Outterson, 
who, with Fremont W. Spicer and H. S. Rice, organized 
the company, of which Mr. Rice was the first superinten- 
dent. Louis S. Lansing afterward became interested in 
the company and with Kenneth L. Warren has conducted 
it of late years. F. M.

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TROUBLE OVER STOCK AND LOAN. 


The Case of H. M. Schmuck vs. the Crume & Sefton Man- 
ufacturing Company Up on Appeal—History of 
the Case—Court Reserves Decision. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


Dayton, Ohio, June 3, 1901.—The case of the Crume & 
Sefton Manufacturing Company against Henry M. 
Schmuck was presented to the Circuit Court this week on 
error from the Common Pleas Court. The plaintiff in 
error claims that the lower court erred in allowing testi- 
mony to be introduced, showing the value of the com- 
pany’s stock at a certain time; that it erred in instructing 
the jury that the company had constructive notice about 
stock being pledged as collateral to secure the payment of 
a note; and that it also erred in overruling the demurrer 
to the petition and sustaining the demurrer to the fourth 
defense. 

In the case Mr. Schmuck loaned about $5,000 to the late 
Geo. P. Huffman, who put up stock as collateral. The 
Crume & Sefton Company sold out to the Carter-Crume 
Company. About six years after making the loan, Mr. 
Schmuck demanded that the stock be transferred to him, 
which was refused. Suit for damages for the amount of 
the loan, or balance due, was then brought. The Crume 
& Sefton Company claims that Schmuck violated the con- 
tract in which the stock was put up as collateral, and that 
he also slept on his rights in waiting for such a length of 
time in asking for the transfer. The company contends 
that the stock at that time had neither marketable nor 
actual value, and that the books showed that the stock was 
held by Mr. Huffman, and that the sale was effected with 
great care. The amount demanded is $7,500. The court 
took the case under advisement. M. V. 








The Luke Usher Bankruptcy. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PotspAM, N. Y., June 3. 1901.—Hon. E. L. Strong, 
referee in bankruptcy, recently held an adjourned hear- 
ing in the matter of the bankruptcy petition of Luke 
Usher, of this place. At a former meeting in Ogdensburg 
Howard E. Thompson was appointed trustee for Mr. 
Usher. The hearing referred to was principally for the 
examination of Mrs. Usher, whose health is not good, 


and to obviate the necessity of her appearance in Ogdens- 
burg. C. S. Ferris, on behalf of his clients, objected to the 
$33,000 claim of Mrs. Usher. At the death of her father, 
Mr. Small, of Little Falls, Mrs. Usher received a bequest 
of $50,000, which was loaned to Mr. Usher. She received 
as security a claim against the Piercefield Paper Com- 
pany, from which she has recovered $17,000 from the 
Flower estate, and has filed a claim against Mr. Usher’s 
estate for the $33,000 deficiency. Mr. Leete opposed this 
claim, alleging that Mr. Usher cancelled the debt by trans- 
ferring to Mrs, Usher $150,000 worth of Piercefield stock, 
and that there is no deficiency, but that the $17,000 re- 
ceived from the Flower estate belongs to the creditors. The 
testimony of Mrs. Usher was to show that the gift of the 
stock had nothing to do with cancelling the debt. 

Mr. Berry introduced certified copies of the assignment 
papers of Piercefield, and it is probable that the United 
States District Court will be asked to grant an order 
allowing the trustees to bring an action to set aside the 
sale of the Piercefield property, the contention being that 
the sale was fraudulent, and that the value of the property 
was greatly in excess of its liabilities, which should leave 
a considerable sum for the creditors. F. M. 


Miami Valley Court Notes.

Dayton, Ohio, June 3, 1901—By agreement with all 
parties the case of Ira C. Koehne and others against the 
Paper Cutters’ Association has been dismissed at plain- 
tiff’s cost. The same entry is made to-day in the case of 
Ira C. Koehne et al. against N. R. Streeter & Co., and in 
the case of the Hill-Kauffman Manufacturing Company 
against the News Publishing Company. The suits were 
fully detailed in THe Paper TrApE JouRNAL, and were 
brought some time ago for damages aggregating $75,000. 
It was claimed that a trust had been organized among the 
paper cutter manufacturers to the detriment of the plain- 
tiff’s business. The News was sued for publishing cer- 
tain advertisements relating to the case. 

Charles Buffington to-day brought suit against the Ohio 
Paper Company, of Miamisburg, for $10,000 damages for 
injuries sustained in an accident at the mill in which his 
left arm was torn off at the elbow. The plaintiff claims 
that the belt was worn out, and that the accident was due 
to the negligence of the defendant. He was hurt about 


the head and breast as well, and was confined to a bed in 
a hospital for seven weeks. He was employed for six- 
teen years in the mill. M. V.

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PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


Shaking Section for Paper Machine—Slitter and Winder— 
Electrolytic Cell—Electrode—Core for Roll Paper— 
Machine for Reducing Wood. 


Thomas H. Savery, of Wilmington, Del., has been 
granted patent No. 675,072 for shaking section for paper 
making machines. The device is herewith illustrated. 

Figure 1 is a side view of a Fourdrinier paper making ma- 
chine, provided with the improved construction of shak- 
ing section. Fig. 2 is a plan view of the construction 
shown in Fig. 1. Referring to the drawings, I indicates 
the lower couch roll of a Fourdrinier paper making ma- 
chine of ordinary construction. The upper couch roll 2 is 
carried in bent arms 3, pivoted to the frame of the machine 
at 4, this construction being an ordinary well-known form. 
Ordinary suction boxes are indicated at 5. 

The shaking section of the machine includes a pair of 
longitudinal side rails 6, the inner ends of which may be 
supported in any suitable manner. In the construction 
shown the machine frame is provided on each side with 
a pair of ears 7, and between each pair of ears is pivoted 
a support, which in the preferred form of the construction 
consists of a block 8, the upper face of which is formed as 
a plate, the connection being formed by means of a bolt 9, 
which passes through the ears and the block or in any 
other suitable manner. This construction permits the 
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16 are formed with sockets, into which the forward ends 
of the side rails 6 extend, the sockets being so constructed 
that the rails fit snugly therein. The parts of the structure 
may be tied together in any suitable manner. Preferably, 
however, long bolts 18 are employed, which extend 
through the rails, the sockets, and the upwardly extending 
legs of the U-shaped frame. 

The U-shaped frame 14 is provided with suitable bear- 
ings for the breast roll 19. These bearings are formed by 
brackets 20, which extend from plates 21, secured to the 
U-shaped frame by bolts 22. In the preferred form of the 
construction the heads of these bolts are contained in 
recesses 23, the stems of the bolts extending through slots 
24, which communicate with the recesses. The brackets 
20 rest upon adjusting screws 25, which are tapped through 
ledges 26, cast on the upwardly extending legs of the U- 
shaped frame. 

In order to stiffen the shaking section, suitable struts 
27 are employed, said struts being connected at one end 
to the U-shaped frame and at the other end to the rails 
6. Each of the side rails 6 is provided with a bracket 
34, these brackets serving to support the bearings in 
which the table rolls 35 are mounted. 

While the shaking section so far described may be 
supported at the breast roll end in any suitable or de- 
sired manner, it will preferably be mounted on spring 
supporting bars 36. Preferably each of the upwardly ex- 
tending legs of the U-shaped frame is provided with a 
bearing block 37. These blocks will preferably be ad-

shaking section rails, which are connected to the supports 
in the manner to be hereinafter described, to have a verti- 
cal adjustment, the supports during such adjustment turn- 
ing on the bolts 9 as pivots. 

In order to provide for the lateral movement of the rails 
6 produced by the vibrating means, the rails are preferably 
pivotally connected to the supports. As shown, each 
block 8 is provided with an upwardly extending annular 
projection 10, which engages a similarly formed recess in 
a cap piece 11, the lower face of which forms a plate. This 
cap piece is preferably formed with a socket 12, and the 
ends of the rails 6 extend into these sockets and fit snugly 
therein, the rails being held in position in the sockets by 
means of bolts 13 or in any other suitable manner. 

The outer ends of the side rails 6 are connected by a 
frame which preferably consists of a U-shaped casting 14. 
In the construction shown, however, the upper ends of the 
U-shaped frame are formed with sockets 15, in which are 
mounted cap pieces 16, having downwardly extending pro- 
jections 17, which engage the sockets. These cap pieces 
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justably secured by means of bolts 38, which pass through 
the blocks. The heads of these bolts are Jocated in re- 
cesses 39, formed in the legs, communication being had 
with these recesses by means of slots 40. The upper 
ends of the bars 36 are preferably made wedge shaped, 
and extend into similarly formed openings or cavities in 
the blocks 37. The blocks are preferably bored at right 
angles to the openings which receive the ends of the bars, 
and hardened turned pins 43 are inserted into the bores, 
the ends of the bars bearing against the pins. 

The openings or cavities which receive the ends of the 
bars 36 are preferably tapered and are made larger than 
the bars. A plurality of thin metallic plates 41 are 
packed in the openings on each side of the bars. These 
plates are arranged so that they fit tightly together at their 
inner ends, thus holding the bars snugly in position. At 
their outer ends, however, the plates are slightly loose, 
so as to permit the proper movement of the bars. These 
plates when used may be held in position in any suitable 
manner. 


Means are preferably employed to vertically adjust the 
shaking section so as to bring the making wire W into 
different positions with respect to a horizontal plane, ac- 
cording to the character of the stock employed. While 
any suitable means may be used to effect this adjustment, 
as shown, the upper ends of the legs of the U-shaped 
frame are provided with ears 44, through which are 
tapped screws 45, these screws bearing at their lower ends 
on the tops of the blocks 37. Suitable locking nuts 46 
may be employed, if desired. It will be noted that the 
screws 45 form a very efficient, speedy and accurate means 
of obtaining the desired adjustment, especially when used 
in connection with the means heretofore described for 
pivotally supporting the other end of the shaking section 
rails. 

Any suitable means may be employed for vibrating the 
shaking section. In the construction shown, however, the 
U-shaped frame is provided with a lug or extension 47, 
and to this extension is bolted a spring bar 48. The 
other end of this bar 48 is suitably connected to a bar 
49, which is made of wood. This bar 49 is connected to a 
crank pin 50, carried on a crank disk 51, mounted on a 
shaft which is rotated by a suitable pulley 52 or in any 
other suitable manner. By the use of this construction a 
pivotal connection between the bar and the shaking sec- 
tion is rendered unnecessary, as the bar 48 will spring 
sufficiently to permit the movement of the crank pin, 
which rotates in a circle, having a comparatively small 
radius. 

By mounting the shaking section on spring bars in the 
manner described a better shaking action is obtained than 
is the case where the shaking section is suspended from 
spring bars. In the latter case the shaking section moves 
in a concave line. The shaking section is consequently 
moving upward when its movement is checked at each 
end of its reciprocation. The inertia of the paper stuff 
causes it, therefore, to tend to continue its upward move- 
ment after the movement of the shaking section and 
wire is stopped—that is to say, this inertia tends to cause 
the paper stuff to leave the wire. Furthermore, the tend- 
ency of the water contained in the stuff is to move in the 
same direction as the stuff, and therefore to remain in it. 
By mounting the shaking section, however, on spring 
supporting bars, the movement of the wire is in a convex 
line. The wire is consequently moving downward when 
its movement is checked at each end of its reciprocation, 
and the inertia of the paper stuff causes it to move toward 
the wire at this time. The inertia of the stuff tends, 
therefore, to cause it to continue its downward movement 
after the movement of the shaking section has been 
checked, and consequently causes the stuff to hug the 
wire. The water which is contained in the stuff tends, 
therefore, to move downward and out of the stuff through 
the wire. 

While the spring supports and the vibrating mechanism 
before referred to may be alone rejiied upon to effect a 
shaking movement of the section, additional springs are 
preferably employed to assist in this action. 

The wire W after leaving the breast roll 19 is led back 
over supporting rolls 63, part of which are preferably 
mounted so as to partake of the movement of the shaking 
section. One of these rolls is shown as mounted in this 
manner,

PAPER.—The demand for paper at this season begins 
to ease off gradually preparatory to the annual summer 
dullness. This year, however, it has been noticed that the 
decline commenced much earlier than usual. The present 
rather quiet state of the market is therefore, no doubt, ex- 
aggerated on account of its long continuance. Practically 
all grades of paper are in rather poor demand. Still, ac- 
cording to report, shipments from the mills are slow on 
the best grades of Manilas and some of the standard 
grades of Writings. This fact is a little puzzling to the 
jobbing trade. It should also be added that the jobbers 
are at a loss to account for the activity of the mills, such 
as it is. Some of the manufacturers are reported as say- 
ing that they have orders ahead, but that the prices at which 
these were taken are extremely low. This is particularly 
the case on Book papers. All manufacturers agree that the 
low quotations on Book are due to severe competition. In 
regard to Writings there is little change to note. The 
cheaper grades of Manilas, Butchers and Fibre papers are 
said to be in poor demand. No. 2 Wood Manila is quoted 
as low as 1.90c. Fibre papers is some grades are down to 
2\4c. this week. Tissue Manilas are reported “off’’ about 
5c. Bogus Manila is being offered at 134@2!4c. The 
market on both Bags and Boards is unsatisfactory. On 
Bags the price cutting continues. In Boards only the spe- 
cial grades are in demand. Straw Board remains at about 
$25. Wood Pulp Boards are reported as low as $35. The 
demand for News paper is not active. On carload lots 
the New York delivered quotation is reported as 2.15¢. 
Less than carload lots the price ranges from 2% to 2%c.
